P.S. I stopped over only a day in Richmond as + had to hurry back to catch 

up with my work. I had been to Virginia Beach and the preceding day (Sunday) 

1 had driven through Nansemond,Isle of Wight,and Surry counties,ferrying over 
at Jamestown. Found it very interesting to see the section where many of 

my forefathers sojourned. Stopped to see St.John's Church near Chuckatuck 
where an ancestor,Rev.John McKenzie,was minister (dying there in 1754),although 
the present edifice was erected in 1755. Also saw the Old Brick Church(St.Luke's) 
near Smithfield. Among the véstryményofnthis church in olden times was the 
Samuel Davis who m.Amy Applewhaite and died in 1738. Hts son John Davis who 
died in N.C.in 1751 was probably the one who married Sarah Hodges,daughter 

of Elias Hodges. Vestryman Dolphin Drew was probably in some way related 

to my ancestor Thomas Davis who married Hartwell Hodges,daughter of Benjamin 
Hodges(nephew of Elias Hodges and son of Roger Hodges),since he named a son 
Dolphin Davis. Incidentally I noted at the back of the church a flat tombstone 
to the wife({I believe her name was stated as Amanda Vay) of Capt.James Chamblis; 
he was one of the witnessea to the will of Richard Hill;possibly indicating 
that my Hill line runs through Isle of Wight instead of Surry. More likely, 
however, the Hills were of Surry and possibly living in the same place when
